In 
fact, they saw only one weapon 
bigger than the foot soldiers' riiies 
That was a SO-millimecer gun.

ganda with cynical realism,

might have surprised these Rus- 
sian observers to reflect that they 
were in the country which, accord- 
ing lo Soviet officialdom, is swol- 
len with imperialistic ambition. 


Can this be Ihe same America, 


Ihey might have asked themsel- 
ves, that the 
American 
Henry 


Wallace talks about? Is this the 
tnerica whose government is lead- 


g Ihe people inlo war? Is this the 


America whose policy it is to tjel 
tough with the Soviet fatherland 
—Ihis country with a combat army 
og 54,000 men and only one gun 
to parade before its President? 


We don't know what went through 


the Russian observers' minds. Eut 
we can imagine that they may 
have chuckled over their vodka as 
they sat down to dinner in a land 
which has so much of wealth and 
comfort and abundance, and appar- 
i^tly so litlle concern aboul pro- 
tecting it. 


We can even imagine that the 


next diplomatic pouch from the 
Soviet Embassy contained a foot- 
'note on American militarism, writ- 
jtcn by the two military observers 
;for the enlightenment and amuse- 
;rnent of their superiors 
in

"The next thing I knew," Dahlin 


continued, "they had me inside." 


It was at this juncture lhat offi- 
cers stormed the place with billy 
clubs swinging, Dahlin said .

Soviet Suspicion Thof They 
Are Being Watched by Our 
Spies Probably Justified

So let's talk about spies. 
Red Star, tho Sovicl Army news- 


paper published in Moscow, 
says 


imperialist powers (unnamed but 
obviously the major western demo- 
cracies 
headed 
by 
the 
United 
Stales) are sending two to three 
times as many spies into Russia 
as into any "bourgeoi" state. The 
ppaer demands alerlnoss through- 
oul the Soviet Armed Forces to de- 
feat imperialist espionage. 


Well, I don't know the ratio of 


spies assigned to Russia as 
com- 


pared with "bourgeoi" states, but 
t wouldn't be urprising 
if 
Red 
Star 
were 
right. 
Personaly 
I 


should be greatly disturbed and 
shocked to learn thai the democra- 
cies didn't, have an army of spies 
in Russia and Bolshevist satellite 
countries—just as the Soviet Union 
has in every other country on the 
lace of the globe. 


As a mailer of fact 
in 
these 
dangerous days spies are swarm- 
ing everywhere, like flies 
on 
the 


ceiling of a farm-house kitchen on 
a frosty morning. Naturally

don'I 
advertise 
their 
sccrcl agcnls, but every major na- 
ion has them. 


There doesn't have to be an "R" 


n the month to make spikes 
in

ways. Of course, when the ciogs of 
war begin to bay at the moon, the 
spikes start to so^rry about. Con- 
sequently there is much more ac- 
tivity now in all countries because 
of the dangerous clash between the 
Communist bloc and the democra- 
cies. 


The employment of spies 
per- 


haps strikes the average person as 
unethical, but the custom is gen- 
oral. Most nations employ agents to 


try to ferret out the 
secrets of 


other countries, espccialy in times 
of stress. It's an unpleasant thing 
to contemplate—this spying of na- 
tions on one another. Still, when 
sabres are rattling like castanets 
it's a matter of national security 
for countries to know the strength 
and plans of their enemies. 


The real sin is on the 
agent's 


own head—when he gets 
caught. 


He is the one who has to pay — 
frequently with his life. When 
an 


agent is caugt he generally has to 
face the music alone, for his gov- 
ernment obviously is almost never 
in position to acknowledge him and 
back him up. It's the code of the 
.secret agent to take his punishment 
with sealed lips.
